'Thereupon 1 fate 
down to read it, and was not at all deceiv'd in my expectati- 
on; for I fonnd it to bea bold, and molt diſobliging Juſtifica- 
tion of a moſt irrational and impratticable Project, and ag- 
gravated by a very diſ-ingenuous humour of Perſonal Scandals 
and Reflections.

Mhereas 
now, the Iriſh who are fed with 
Prow1/es from the French ; will 
believe them, and be thereby en- 
car aged, when they ſee the Eng- 
1th /o fearful to return. 

Such 
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Such of the Engliſh as have 
their own Eſtates to go to, have 
no reaſon to expect cqual ſhare 
of Money with thoſe , whoſe 
Eſtates are yet under the Ene- 
mies; and that which is abated, 
or dedutted from them, who can

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If all ſuch as ave a Clamour 
and a Charge to England, may 
have this Money , for going to 
ireland fo recezve , then all 
thoſe who will not go over, 
will be left without excuſe. 

And if this Money be not 
ſent over now, and the Prote- 
{tants ſent away to Sow Corn 
there, a greater ſum than 
now pays the Army, will not 
be ſufficient the next year to 
keep the Engiſh and Iriſh in 
that Kingdom with Bread. And 
the Proſpect is yet more terri- 
ble if we conſider, That when 
ever Corn was dear in Exp- 
land or Irei»nd , we always 
fetch'd it from France; but 
now we mult go ſeek other 
Markets, Which cannot be 
done without vaſt expence , 
ſince this general War through 
Eurepe will take up ſo much 
Corn for all the Armies.

{mall ſum given to any one perſon is too little co adminiſter 
to his wants, much leſs his luxury ; and it is maniteſt by the 
Book and reports of the Commillioners, that the Charity- 
money is diſtributed with as much care and caution as is 
poſlible, and very little of it is given to any of the Gentry, 
and that ſparingly to ſuch as greatly nced it. 

5. The Inſinuation, that the 1h who now fly before our 
Army, would gladly return and ſettle again under their 019 
Maſters, is off:rd ar adventure, and it is much more pro- 
bable that the influence their Clergy have over them, and 
the Wrongs they have already done to their old Maſter: 
and Neighbours would hinder them from returning. More- 
over the Country, to which thoſe Iriſh are now fled, is tar 
better and more Fertile than the reqduc'd parts are, and ſo 
they are invited back to their loſs ; but if they had any ſuch 
intention to rerurn, yet this Argument 1s fallacious as to all 
the reſt of the Nobility and Gentry that have no Eſtates nor 
Tenants in Uſer. 

6. The main Suppoſition of all (viz. That there is want 
of Mcn in U!Fer to till the Land) is not true tor there is 
not ſuch wane of Men there ; but thae which 1s really 
wanting in order to Tillage, 1s Seed, Corn, Cartle tor the 
Plough, and other Neceſſaries. 

7. The Suggeſtion, ithat the Erg/;h are fearful to return, 
1s very injurious and falſe ; for it is inanifeſt that the Fn- 


g/iſþ deſu nothipg more than an opportunity to ſerve _ 
| Majzeity, 
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Majeſty, the Proteſtant Religion and Intereſt in the reduQi- 
on of that Kingdom, and have always declared their readi- 
neſs ſo to do, whenloever it ſhall pleaſe his Majeſty to ena- 
ble them thereunto. , 

8. The Afertion, that thoſe who will not go to Ulſter 
will be lefr without excule, is a great miſtake, for it is a 
a juſt excuſe for any Man not to engage in ſo unreaſonable 
a Project, when the Grounds of it are untrue, and the me- 
thods of it impor: &icable. 

9. The Projector 1aith, that if the 600001. he not now 
{:nt over, and the, Proteſtants ſent away to ſow Corn there, 
a greater Sum than now paysthe Army, will not ſuffice to 
buy Bread to keep the Erglijh and Iriſh that are now in Ire- 
land next Year. If that ſhould be true, yet the Projetor 
has not by any Propoſal in thele Papers Mer'd any methoy 
to obviate it;for he propoſesonly lowing 10000 Acres,which 
will not ſerve thoſe that ſow them and their Families. 

10. The Suggeſtion, that chere are many forfeiced Eſtates 
in Ulſter (which is another Pillar ofthis Project) is manifeſt- 
ly untrue; for there were fewer yh Papiſts reſtor'd to 
their Eſtates in this Province then in any other in that 
Kingdom - So that there are no other conliderable Eſtates 
in that part of Ul/er, now in our Quarters, that belong'd to 
ſuch I; Papiſts, except the Earl of Antrim's, Lord Strabane's 
and Sir Neal O Neale's ; and 'tis well known moſt part of 
thoſe Eſtates are in Polleflion of Proteſtants by ſettlement in 
Jointures, T eaſes, Mortgages, or other Incumbrances. 

Secondly, The propos'd Method is altogether impractica- 
ble: And, 

1. As to the Proclamation propos'd, it is without Pre- 
c2dent or Law to oblige any perſon to improve and dwell 
upon another Mans Eſtate; and if ir be anſwered, That 
the propos'd Encouragement will invite them, then there 
need no ſuch Proclamation; for Intereſt is attractive enough 
without other Obligations, but the quite contrary appears 
by che general diſlike of thoſe Propoſals. 

2. The Inconvyenience, Charge and Trouble of 1o tedi- 
ous a Journey at this time of the Year, and the hazard and 
trouble of pafling the Seas, would be fo inſupportable, that 
very tew would be found co undertake it ; but above all, 
there 
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there being no Houſes or Conveniences for the Reception 
and Entertainment of ſo many Families of the other Pro- 
vinzes, asthe Projeor propoſes, ſhould go to that reduced 
part renders the whole Proje&t unreaſonable. | 

3- Either the number that will go will bz very inconſi 
derable, or their proportion of the Mony not ſufficient to 
bear the charge of the Voyage. The Propoſer writes of ten 
thouſand men that he has computed will go over, if ſo the 
60000 4, will be but fix pound apiece one with another ; and 
when the price of a Muſquet, or a Caſe of Piſtols, and the 
Charge of the Journey and Voyage are deduaed from eve- 
one, there will nat be enough left to ſupport them, and 
much leſs to build Houſes, buy Bedding ( not to mention 
other Furniture) and to buy Seed-corn, Horſes, and all 
other Neceſlaries for the Plough, 

4. It ſeems very improbable, as well as unreaſonable, that 
any perſon of the other Provinces ſhould be induc'd to go 
to Ulfer and build a Houſe, and give it up at a years end, 
and live miſerably in it the mean time. 

5. It is unlikely that two ſuch ſubſtantial wealthy Gentle- 
men of Ireland, of clear and unſetled Eſtates, of known In- 
regrity, and not Dealers ia Mony (as the Propoſer deſcribes 
them ) can be found, who will take upon them to be Trea- 
ſurers of the 45000 /. upon the terms propoſed, or that can 
give ſufficient and undoubted Security for the ſame. 

6. That it would be great feverity, and no leſs diſſervice 
to his Myjeſty, to force the Inhabitants of the other Pro- 
vinces fo far from their Eſtates and Relatipns, ſince they are 
ſo forward to affilt all ſfach Arcempts and Impretfions as His 
Majeſties Forces ſhall make in their reſpective Provinces, 


' where they may be much more uſeful.: ; 
' t4#'To' ſend the Nobility and Gentry of a Kingdom to 


tl che' Land; and to build Houſes in a Country'ſo 1mpove- 


"rifſh'd; in the Winter-cims, when neither Timber, Brick, 
Mortar, or other Materials for Building can bs had in that 
-Country, nor Firing, nor Vituals to comfort and ſupport 


chem till the Corn be reap'd; and to oblige all the ſeveral 
degrees of Men of that Kingdom to reap their Corn, and 


*© Hs under their Bonds, rho they have duly ſown their pro” 
: pottiorr anleſs they do alto reap it, would be 411 Iunction 
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far more rigorous than thoſe of the Egyprian-Task-maſters. 
And now having demonſtrated, as we preſume, That the 
aforeſaid Projed&, is founded upon many falſe Suppoſitiuns 
and is in ic {uf impracicable for the Reaſons aforcfaid, and 
many ochers, we humoly hope that the Project will be re- 
jected; in all things moſt humbly {ubmitting to His Maje- 


flics great Wiſdoni. 


And when he lays, p. 10. That Hs Majeffy and his Pr iy- 
Council were well ſatisfied of the great Neceſſity and Benefit of 
the Propoſal, and therefore gave it mto the Ilhnds of (ome Per- 
ſons to conſider, &c. I take this to be arrogantly and preca- 
rioully infinuated, Why may it not as reaſonably be ſup- 

ofed, that His Majeſty and His Privy-Council, to rid them- 
Lives from the Proje&ors Importunity, remitted it to ſome 
Perſons of our Country, who, they well foreſaw, would 
ſoon diſcover how impracticable and utterly vain the Pro- 
polal is, and ſo would damn it? and Iamclearly of his Opini- 
an, That it 2yas nt at all to have theſe Gemlemens approbation 
of it, for they in their Wiſdom knew it would never be 
approved by them. 

Moſt unkindly ſaid ! to call the poor robbed Proteſtants 
a Rabble. It is not likely that the Rabble could tranſporc 
themſelves and Families into England : and I am very con« 
fident, that thoſe honeſt People who compoſed that Crowd 
(howſoever they might make no ſplendid Appearance here) 
made no contemptible Figure in their own Country. But 
to account Sollicitors, Attornies, Clerks, &c. ſo, and ro make 
'them a parcel of rhe Rabble, is a moſt ityudicious and 
ſcandalous Cenſure ; ſince their way of Education at Schoal, 
at the Inns of Court, and Practiſe in the Courts of Juſtice, 
may fairly abfolve them from the Ignominy of ſuch a 
Character: beſide that itis notorious,that ſome who appear'd 
there, and dopaſs under the Denomination of Clerks, : are 
able to vie with the Projector in Efates and Plrmations. 
As peremptory is his Claim to nuzzle himſelf under the 
Kings Robes, and pretend, that an Affront offered to bim, x 
the ſame as if done to his Majeſty. | 

But now behold a wonder !-no ſooner did the mighty 
Man enter the Room, but the two inconſiderable Fellows 
of that Committee, who penned that {currilous and abu- 
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five Anlwer, were abſolutely confounded ; and he that was 
reading it to the Aſſembly was ſtruck ſilent, by the Magick 
Power of his preſence: nay, they were ſo confounded with 
the ſenſe of their own Scurrilty, aud Reflettions, that for 
ſhame, they could not read any more, till be was gone; and atter 
he was gons ( mark that) then the Author began'to beg Par- 
don of the Projector. 

To the beſt of my remembrance,there was but one draughe 
of an Anſwer laid befor the Committee ( though trantcri- 
bed twice, becauſe of fone Blottings, and Interlineacions ) 
while moſt of chem pretent had ſo deſpicable an Opinion 
of this Chymerical Project ; that had it not been honored 
with a Paſtport from the Lords of the Committee, it had 
been anſwered only with Ha, Hi, He: in the mean Time 
if be be a ſtranger to the Contents of the Anſwer agreed on by 
the Committee, how comes the V/indicator to take Notice of 
it? and to an{wer the Paragraphs of it, page 11, & 14. 
And where he ſuggeſteth, char rhe Gentleman ar the Delivery 
of their Anſwer, received a ſevere Reproof to themſelves, it is 
wholly untrue in matcer of Fact: the Anſwer was deli- 
vered in by the ſame perſon, to whom the Propoſal was 
given by the Lords of the Council, trom whom there came 
no Reproof, nor the leaft ſignification of any Diſlike. 

«It is but the Projetors malicious Fancy, that the Northern 
Gentry will be ordered to go withont mony, as it 1s wildly inti- 
mared, that ſome of them refuſed to go with mony. "They have 
not deſerved fo ill at His Majelty's Hands, by quiting their 
Eſtates, and Habitations, out of pure Zeal to their Religi- 
on, and untainted Loyalty co Him, rather than live under 
the Tyranny of their Oppreſſors, or voluntarily contri- 
bute to promote the Intereſt of the implacable Enemies to 
King, and Country. Put as none of them have reliſted 
the Temptation of Mony to tranſport them 3 ſo none will 
demur upon the Kings Commands, it He think fit to 0- 
blige them co return, though they ſhould beg by the 
way- 
Abd ſince he has ſo uncharitably pronounced, that rherr 
ſtaying here is unaccountable, it 1s well tor them, that he has 
tounded his Doom upon a falſ2 Bottom, That {ome Gentle- 


men of that Country of the b:ft Buality have mot loſt out of their 
D Houſes, 
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Houſes, to the value of a Silver Spoon. If there be fuch a 
Houſe, it muſt be ſome inchanted Caftle; for had ir been 
vitible either to Papifs, or Proteſtants, it had not eſcaped a 
more detrimental Inquiſition, nor compounced for fo little 
Damage with theMilicary Romagers. I know one Perſon 
of Quality ( the Lord Viſcount Maſſareen ) who, beſide rich 
and plentiful Furnicuie in his Houſe, and a mighty ſtock of 
Horſes, Mares, and Cattle upon his Demeſns, has loſt 
above Three thouſand pounds worth of Plare in his\ Houſe, 
and has not ſaved of it ſo much as a Silver Spoon, Pur per- 
haps he means thoſe, whom betore he hinted at, 214o rc 
moved their Goods and Ffetts long befure this Revolution, and 
{0 were out of Danger of lofing cut of their Houſes to the 
value of a Silver Spoon. Yer even they (though they may 
have /aved ſome Mony, Plate, or Houſhuldſtnff )) are deprived. 
ot' their Rents, and will be forced ( it they have not begun 
already) to live upon the Stock, and convert their Goods 
mo necellary Food. 

[ lis Objections are but the Tranſcript of the Commitrtees 
Antwer {ct down betore, and it were a needleſs Repetition 
to ſay them over again. I look upon them as unſhaken, 
notwithſtanding all his undermining, and bombarding. Ne- 
verthelel(s 1 thall look over his Rep!y, and endeavour to ren- 
der his new Batceries forceleſs, and ineffectua]. 

Indeed if it were poflible, or probable, that rhe Return of 
a {{w into a deſolate and ruined Country, would tend to 
the Preſervation of them that 2! ſay here : then (to a]- 
I::de to his Simile ) it were gond fervice to throw ſome of 
che Paſſengers, and Goods over-bord, to lighten the Ship, 
and fave the reſt : but it in a Tempeſt ſome of the Mwriners 
thould leap into the Sea, to appeaſe the Storm, it would 
contribute little to the Succeſs of the Voyage. 

It is not 1mpolhible, bur in the Counties of Down, and 


Antrim, and part of Ardmagh, by the Care and Condudt of 


Duke Scbemberg, and the circulation of Mony, Food, and 
Firing may be had : but in the other ſix Northern Coun- 
tries ( where the Proeſtants muſt ramble, according to the 
Projectors Scheme ) there were not Men to reap, no Horſes 
to gather in, their laſt Harveſt ; and conſequently their 
Proviſion for the enſuing Year muſt nced be $kanty : and 
when 
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when by their Flight, and Deſertion of their Houſes, they 
had no opportunity to provide Turf, their ſtock of Fire 
cannot but be very ſlender. 7 

I will not taks upon me to predict the Fate of /uch as 
ſhould go there, and being there, ſh1ul4 be diſtreſſed for Proviſions. 
I do not doubt His Maje#y's Care, and Tenderneſs : but ar 
{uch a Diſtance, many unforeſeen Accidents may intervene 
ro fruſtrate, or prorogue His pious Intentions ; while the 
poor Expectants mult inevicably periſh. 

The inſtances of the Vandors, and ot New-England are no 
way applicable to this Occaſion. The one are conducted 
with an Army, and Succeſs artcnds them 3 the ocher were 
ſafe in their own Dwellings, *nd were ealily fupply'd witty 
Bread, which was their only want. 

But now wichout Queſtion the Man is in a Dream. Hz 
talks like a Hen-wite, of Hens and Geeſe giving them Egs 
(as if he had lately come from Surveying Leaden Halli, or 
the Srocks- Market ) but will not know , nor underſtand, 
that in ſuch parts of Ulfer, where the Enemy have ra- 
vaged, and even in many of thoſe where our Forces are 
quarter*d, there is not left a H?n to cackle, ora Cw to give 
chem Milk. | 


As we may wich too much Sadneſs and Truth contra- 
dic his Allcreion, that all things are at preſent in great plenty 
in Ireland ( ſince the contrary is too ſenſibly felc there, and 
the conſequence of ir does aſcertain our Milcrics here ) 
{o I hope his preſages of Famine and Plague are not ground- 
ed upon 4ſtrological Calculations : or it they be, may prove 
as erroneous as the Judgment of the Aimanac Makers ; and 
ſhall fall only on the Heads of them, who are Enemies to 
the King, and to the Proteſtant Religion. 

Methinks I ſee Sir Poſitive ſtrut, and Took big, when he 
aſſumes to himſelf the ſatisfaction, that :be Gewrernment z5 
of the Jame mind with him: and what a pertinent Reaſon he 
afligns for it ? becau/e true Policy zs the ſame ;n a wiſe States. 
This indeed is a delicate conceit, thar when our King has 
thrown off all Dependency, and Correſpondence with the 
Church of Rome, the Projector will have him te take pat- 
tern from the Court of Rome, and unitate them 1n their 


Politicks. But fince he is pleaſed to fix that glorious Com- 
D-* mendatio:1 
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mendation on his Propoſal, that it is —_—_— to the ſentiments 
of the wiſe State of Rome ( a Conſideration which would 
very much ingratiate him with King Fames, it he were 
but now at Dublin,and hadfucceeded Sir Fobn Dary's in his Ot- 
tice of Principal Secretary of Scate ) I am the leſs concern'd, 
that he has flander'd the Proteſtant Gentlemen of Ireland 
with the ſcandalous Nick-name, of 4 Cabal of our Rabble, 
p. 14. by which he muſt need intend the Gentlemen, who 
rook too much pains to an{wer ſuch an inſignificant piece of 
Foppery ; becauſe he intimates, and ridicules them for ſer- 
rimp up for Iriſh States men, which certainly none of the 
Rabble would aſpire ro. I was either one of that Num- 
ber, or had ſome very good Priends in it, and theretore I 
bave as much Reaſon to reſent a wound given to their Re- 
putation,as the ill-narur'd Projector aſſumes to himſelf, p.20. 
in his Epilogue to that Libel, by which he has aſperſed the 
Honour of an honeſt and worthy Gentleman. And there- 
tore henceforward I ſhall not creat him with that ſoteneſs, 
which I incended at the firſt. 

In the matter of his Politicks he might perhaps amuſe 
f:ch a poor Rabble as we are ; but when he comes to talk 
like a Traveller, or an Incelligencer, he is lamentably our, 
and the moſt ignorant of us can difprove him. For though 
there be no Army encamped near to Colrane, Belturbet, Eni- 
skillng or Londow-derry, yet in each of them there are ſo many 
Men in Garriſon, that together with the” Inhabitants of 
thoſe reſpective places, there is no room to be had for 
{tangers. But why will he ſhoot thus at random? With 
whac confidence can he aver, that there are- nut in Derry 
ewenty Heuſes unimbabitable? When if he had inquired of 
ewenty Perſons now reſident in London ( who endured all 
the Miſeries of the Siege, and were Spectators of the Delo- 
lation of thar'place)) they would have aſſured him, as they 
have done me, that there are nor in that Cicy ten Houſes, 
which may be inhabited wich ſafety, and convenience, 
And if there be fix bundred Soldiers there, as he ſeems to 
ſuggeſt, for my part | ſtand in admiration how they are 
accommodated with Quarters : for in the time of Peace, 
when the City was very populous, and full of Trade, when 


there were more Houſes in the Suburbs, than wichin the 
Walls, 
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Walls, there were ſeven Companies quarter'd there ( which 
hardly would make up four hundred men ) the Inhabi- 
rants grumbled, and complained grievouſly of it. This I do 
aver upon my own certain knowledg 

What an idle, and moſt improbable Whimſey has he 
found, as an Expedient to ſupply the Proteſtants with Hor- 
ſes for the Plough ? That becauſe the Iriſh ran away in ſuch 
baſte at the landing of our Army, that they left their Corn 
ripe in the Field, it is as likely that they left their Plough- 
Garrons behind them : It they 4id fo, is it not more likely 
that they have been taken up by our Army, who ſtood in 
ſuch need of Baggage-horſes ? And can he imagine, that the 
Souldiers will part with them for the bufineſs of the Plough ? 
Methinks this ſubtil Contriver ( who has invented a new 
Imployment of Itenerant Superviſors to ſee the Corn ſowed 
and reaped ) ſhould have propounded the ſending over two 
or three Muleteers, or Commiſſary Generals, to gather up the 
wandring Garrons of the Country, and to fecure them 
in ſome Pin-fold, till they might conveniently be diſtri- 
buted among the Gentlemen deſigned by him to till the 
ground at next Seed-time. 

What a lame incongruous Reaſon is this ? Becauſe we ſhall 
find black Cattle enough in England, to carry back; therefore we 
may be ſupply'd with Horſes from Scotland and Wales. This 
is fo ridiculous, that it would diſparage a Mans Reaſon to 
90 about to confute it- 

As lictle Ingenuity coes he diſcover in his Anfwer to the 
next Objetion. Becauſe we are Sojourners, and Lodgers in 
England, and pay dear for 1he ufe of Houſh»Id-goods, Beds, 8c. 
cherefore we may ſojourn more cheaply in Ireland, where 
neither Houſhold-goods, nor Beds, &c. are to be had tor 
Mony. How ſcanty is the Incelligence brought to this 
fmall Policician? or how wilfully is he prejudicare in his 
Opinion ? Tho in the Counties of Down and Antrim, many 
of the Inhabitants are returned to their Houſes, very Il fur- 
niſhed wich Houſhold ſtuff; yer in the other ſix Northern: 
Counties ( eſpecially London derry, Tyrone, and Dongal ) they 
are ſo far from having Beds to lie on, that for the moſt part 
they have not a place to lay a Bed in; the Gentlemens Hou- 


les, Market-Towns and Villages being utterly buint and de- 
| {kroyed 
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ſftroyed. And T am very confident, that of the many a Score of 
Shin-loads of Redding,and other Houſho!d-Ftuff brought into Eng- 
land, there will Fe but a {mall ſhare lefj to be carry 'd back 
azain, finze the Owners have been conſtrained by their 
Necetities to convert them into Mony for their daily Sup- 
port. He that conſults (as he ſays) Briſt ol, Nerth-Wales, Cheſter, 
Leverpect, and Cumberland, will find the to be true. 

But what | would he have us to go into a deſolate Country, 
only becau'e it rs deſclute? And ſuppol: the G:ntlemen would 
condeſcend to become Holders and Drivers ot the Plough, 
vet what ſhall they do with their Wives and Childrea ? 
Where ſhall! they ſtow them ? And tho the Country\be not 
polleſſed by the Enemy, yet the Garriſon ot Charlement, 
lying in the Center of Ulſter, may pollibly make ſuch In- 
curhtons as will mightily diſ-a;ray the young Plough-men. 
Pur I perceive lirtle Nehemiah would have us carry a Sword 
in one hand, and a Gcad in the other. 

And where he infinutes a1 IncFnation in us to beggar one 
another by Indiftments for Treſpajſes, which has more of the 
Lawyer in it than the Chriftian (, az it Chriſtian and Lawyer 
were in the Predicament of Oppolices) I may well ſay, That 
his Suppoſtion hath more of the Viper in ic than the Lamb. 
AndI wiſh alfo, that his ſvarling and cavilling do not give 
the People of England cocaſton to think ws litigious, and an un- 
charitable People ; or at leaſt very tame and fupine to ſuffer 
ene man with Impunity to abuſe a whole Kingdom. 

Sir S:/veſter Brown, who propos'd to the Council in 
Ireland, to ſettle Stages, and a Poſt-road bertween Dublin 
and Holjhead, under the Sea ; or he that would have O 
Braſile ( being a floting Iſland ) clapt in, like a Guſſet, be- 
eween Frngland and Ireland, that fo they might become 
one intire Ifland, did not offer at a more impracticable 
Projett, than this of Treaſurers, Superviſors, Riders, Land- 
waiters, and Corr-Guarders, And tho perhaps he may have 
an Eye to tw publick-ſpirited Men, duly qualify'd, who 
would poſtpone their private Advantage, and undertake 
this Labour for the publick Goed; yet I remain in doubr, 
that even thoſe will hardly be perſwadcd to praRile fo great 
Self denial, as to undergo ſo much Hazard and Toil, with- 
out the Proſpect of a Reward.

And now he gives you a Taſt of his Craft : So cunning: 
ly did he contrive to avoid the menace of the Proclamati- 
on, by a racit Proviſe, that be w among thoſe, whoſe uſual a- 
bude has not been in Ireland : And indeed I ſuſpect a further 
reach in this State-Ingencer; tor that being ammeng the firſt rhat 
ſhall go over to ſow Corn, and believing (as he hath before 
{urmiſed) that the People will not return and Plant, when the 
Country is conquer'd ; it is demonſtrable, that if His Ma- 
feſty will ſend over Money, and appoint his ewo Publick ſpiri- 
red Fiiends to be Treaſurers, they will ſoon agree upon the 
Partition. In the mean time he need not take the pains to 
6 out at the gate, when he may ately creep outata Loop Hole 3 
and if he can do His Majeſty more Service by /cwing Cern, 
than by Faying here, it is Talent beyond what 1 ever heard 
that accomplithed Gentleman prerend to. Ir is a Noble Art 
to be a good Seeds man ; and Þ wonder he has nor put in 
for a Munoply, or a Pacent for fourteen years, to be the 
Sower-General. 
It ſeems to be the defign of the Virdicatcy, not fo much 
co juſtitie the Propoſal (though at all times he diſcovers a 
Selt- conceited fondneſs of it) as to aſperſe and viliifie the

| Perhaps others hath given i Propoſals to the King ; perhap« 
the Pretenſions of the Vindicator are as good as any Means of them 
all, perhaps better : | am a ſtranger to the Perſons of the one 
ſide, and to all Merits on the other, and therefore can ſay 
nothing. But this is clearly vitible, that this Paragraph was 
prolonged, only that in the Fag- end of ic, we might be told, 
That he was known to our preſent King in Holland, attended him 
in his Expedition for England, and has Acceſs ro him bere ;, 
and this with an inſulting Glance at ſome few of our Coun- 
try Gentlemen, who know few of their own Countrymen, more 
than what they meet at an Aſſizes ; when his Converlation is 
at the.Courts of Kings, and his Diverſion in che Cloſets ot 
Princes.

improbability of which may juſtly ſuperſede all labour of 
Confutation, by a blunt Declaration that it is not ſo: [I 
(hall only ſay, that I have not obſerved a Gentleman more 
injuriouſly treated, nor more undeſervedly. And becauſe 
(1ccording to his Method) he has ſqueeſed in an Occaſion to 
cclebratg rhe great Auther of a late excellent Treatiſe, called the 
( baracter of the Proteſtants of Ireland : I begin to be con- 
tirmed in my ſuſpicion, that the Author of the $4 in and 
ol the Charatter, is one and the ſame: (notwithſtanding 
that there is a great Diſparity in the Style and Defign of 
thoſe two Papers, as well as in the Humour) had not the E- 
pither of grear,not properly applicable to him undeceived me.

preſent Pay. And if by his care, and Charity (which has 
appeared univerſal to all the diſtreſſed Proteſtants of Ireland) 
he procured a ſmall and temporary Relief for 1uſfy young 
Mer, as well as others 3 he is very ill requited by ſuch a Sar- 
calm, as it he had kept them in Pay by the Brief- Money, and 
ſo cheated Widows and Children of the Common Charity. What 
his Behaviour was in the time of the late King, 1 am not 
privy to ; but this I will fay, that if he did truckle to the 
Idols of thoſe Times, he is the moft alter d Man in the 
World : I have known him theſe many years a ſtout ſtickler 
for the Proteſtants, and their Intereſt, and on that Account 
mightily envy*d, hated, and threatned by the Iriſh and Pa- 
piſts.

And now if the Vindicator will put. himſelf into the Balance 
with this Gentleman, he mult forgive me if I ſay, it wiWon- 
cern him to caſt ia ſome viſible Trumpery, betide the ai: y 
weight of his Reputation ; elſe ic is eaſtz co gueſs on which 
fide the Scale will turn. But let any one judg, whether 
that Man be not ſcurrillous, that ſhall (without the leaſt co- 
lour of Reaſon) ſay of a Gentleman, har he provokes even 
_Clergymen to beat him? As I heartily wiſh the Propolal ot 
the Projector may not make him any thing ; lo I agree with 
him in Opinion, that he is unable to execute the Treaſurers Place, 
and unqualify'd for it ; though at the ſame time he may fan- 
cy hiniſelt big enough to fill the Place of Principal Secretary 
of State, or ſome other great Employment, where Profic 
may be had without Danger : Ic is an ungentile Humour to 
make Compariſons; and though the Projectors Eftatebe ſciled, 
and has laſted for four Generations paſt, (which perhaps fome 
Men do wonder at) what need was there to ſay, that he gor 
none by perſuring himſelf, or cther men; is not that a tacit Ke- 
fleftion on Sis S. B. as if he had gotten his by fuch means ? 

I would fain kiow if Two Gentlemen, having handſom 
Wives, ſhould fall into a Debate about their Honeſty, and 
ons of them ſhould ſay, my Wife is a handfom yjores, 
but I am no Cuckold, would not the other preſently ap- 
prehend that he meant and refle&ted upon him ? But 
che Eſtate of Sir S. B. it is well known was honeltly 
gotten, by the meer dint of Induſtry, and moſt of it ac 
lixxeen Years Purchaſe, after the Court of Claims was 
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diffolved, and was in danger to loſe the beſt part of it, by 
a Conſpiracy of perjured Perſons againſt him. The Pro- 
jectors Art in raiſmg the value of his Land from Ninepence an 
Acre to Five and twenty Shillings an Acre is beyond Precedent 
or Imitation, and I hope will be remembred at the Hext 
renewing of his Leaſe : but he 1s egregiouſly miſtaken in his 
Calculation, when he ſays, That the other had no Plantations 
there ro Ioole ; yet he had a Plancation, and, as T am told, laid 
out in building and planting near 20000 /. : He built a hand- 


ſom Market-Town (made afterward a Corporation) many 


good Slated Houſes, not only there but throughout his E- 
itate ; a fine Church, and Market-Houſe (which Two. on- 
ly colt Fifteen hundred Pounds) farming thoſe Houſes ; and 
ſo all the reſt of his Eſtace only to Proteſtants, and obli- 
ginfthem in their Leaſes to appear wich Horſe and Arms, 
when required, in defence of the King and Crown of 
England (to ſay nothing of a noble great Park of five 
Miles compaſs, well ſtored with Deer and Wood) and 
2t any Man of Senſe judge, whether ſuch a Plaztarion be 


not much more to be valued than a parcel of Crab-Stocks. 


Bute the Projector had a tickling detire to brag of his Im- 
provements : and certainly his experience is as ſmall as his 
Intelligence, if he has not ſeen, nor heard of in Ireland, or 
England, Plantations equal to bis, &c. There are ſuch Plan- 
tations in England as exceed his, as much as a Palace docs a 
Cottage, and there were lately in Ireland many, and many 
intinicely preferrable to his in all reſpeats : How comes he 
to forget his next Neighbour of Rathfarnam, ſo wondertul- 
ly eranſcending his ? he might from his Balcony fee Pal- 
wers-T.vn , Osbalds:-Town, St. Catharines, and others, with 
which his Improvements can ftand in no Competition. 
But why ſhould a Gentleman trouble the World with an 
Account of the Goodneſs, Antiquity, andthe Improvements 
of his Eſtate) how does this operate toward the fortifying of 
his Propoſal ? nay how great Oſtencation will this appear 
t© be, if it be found that his Eſtate in Fee ſimple be of no 
grcat Value and the Bulk of it to be Church Land ? 
which being ſo mightily advanced from Ninepence an Acre 
to five and twenty Shillings, will doubtleſs be conſider'd by 
the Archbiſhop of Dublin, upon the next renewal of the Leaſes 
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of that See. But had all this Banter been broached againſt 
Sir Sr. B. by an Iriſ-mazor a Papift, it had been no wonder : 


he has been accuſtomed to ſuch rude Treatments at their 


Hands, and does neither court nor expe& Favour from 
them ; but that ſo much Dirt ſhould be thrown by a Pro- 
teſtant of ſre/and upon a Gentleman of fo clean a Reputati- 
on, isa matter wholly unaccountable, and mult be referred 
to the injured Party, who is very well able to vindicate 
himſelf. 

I thought the YVimdicator had been ſo diſcompoſed by his 
Animoſity againſt a particular Gentleman, that he would 
not ſo readily have faced about, and recolle&ted himſelf, 
and rallyed into his former Speculations : but he keeps to 
his Tex ſtill ; the burden of his Song is, go over, and ſow 
Corn. Make ready Gentlemen for ſhame, provide, Fack- 
Boots for your Journey ; and ſuch as are not able to hire. 
Horſes, take a good Quarter-Staff in your Hand, and trudge 
away to Cheſter : you ſhall no ſooner land in Ireland, but 
Mony will flow in upon you (for after the charge of ſowing 
his Corn as paid, he will bave perhaps ſome Scores of Pounds in 
his Pocket ; and he that i net cbliged to ſow Corn, has no more 
fo do but to recetve his Money.) "Ihe Sower, and he that ſows 
not, the Soldier, and he that is no Soldier, the Aged and 
Infirm, as well as the Young and Vigorous, ſhall all be 
provided for : the Gentlemen ſhall Plough withoue Horſes, 
and fow Corn though it be not to ber had ; he that is not 
obliged to ſow may immediatel} mount himſelf, though Horſes ara 
not to be procur'd for Money, and. the aged and infirm Per- 
ſons will be made as uſeful to the Publick as the befft, Oh won- 
derful Invention ! Oh moſt ſtupendious Project ! 

At laſt the tender-hearted Gentleman melts into Com: 
paſhon, his Heart akes to think upon the miſerable Conſequences 
of their Opinion (that the Parliament will maintain them here, 
till they can ſend them home, and that they ſhall have this Six: 
ty thouſand Pounds of Courſe without going over ;) and indeed 
ſo does mine ; but I rather think, there are no ſuch de- 
Inded Fops gpong us; if there be, lee them take 
their Hazard, and try if they can become the Moral of « 
Camelus. 
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But vl you quarrel, Sir, becauſe they would not give 
ou admixNance among them, when they were drawing their 
Anſwer ? Is that a utual way among Antagoniſts ? why 
you know, that formerly as ſoon as you entred the Room 
where they were reading it, the Reader was ſtruck ſilent, they 
were aſhamed to read any more, till you were gone : and would 
you have them run into the tame Error again? Alaſs! the 
Fancy can never operate clearly, when the mind is awed 
by the Preſence of a Superiour Aſcendent. This Eflay 
proves your Conjecture righe, That /cme of us do make 
that uſe of the leiſure we have by our Exile, to anſwer every 
new Pampblet, that does net ſuit with cur own Notion : So that 
it you, think fit to retract your Reſolution, and put our a 
Keply, I ſhall hope to find leiſure ro turniſh a Rejoynder.
